Havin scated ourselves in tho verandah of 
the Hotel and lit aur cigars, the convered- 
tion proceeded somewhat as follow :— 

“T should like to kaow firat of all oxactly 
whern your Kingdora ia situatod. T have 
read a good deal in Le Courrier @ Haiphoug 
about it, bet tho names given cannot be 
found in ordinary maps.’ . 

‘Rinow you will not find tho names in 
the maps. I wag the firat European who 
exer entered the country.. They frightencd 
off every one who dared to approach them 
by threatening to kill them.’ : > 

‘Then how did you manage to got them 
to submit to you? 

* Ah, that is just the secret of my power. 
[ tried once before but did nat succeed, but 
this time E went and practically throw my: 
self into their hands, saying ‘' Here'T am. 
Lam come to save you from enemics that 
are approaching to take your conntry.”"" 

“Yes, but still it is difficult to imagino 
how the people submitted te you so readily 
asyonsay. Itisalmost like une histoire des 
mille et une matits.’ 

«With the difference that it is trae, But 
I moat tell you there is a legend in tho 
country that a white man with s broken arm 
wonld come and join the poople together 
and rule over them and their neighbours.

They were at war with the Hallauge at the 
time and J led them azainst their encmies.’

*¥es, but I. put an end to it hy 
ordering my men to stop firing and 
going out in, front ond_ challenging the 
King, or great Chief, of the Hallangs to 
come out and fight with mo. He woutd not 
come ‘cut, end his followers were ou im- 
pressed, perhops owing to their superstitious 
ideas, thas they. submitted and a treaty was 
taade, anizaw Fam practically. King of the 
Hallange aa°well as of the Sedangs, They 
“fecopnie my authority and there will be no 
more wats between the two peoples.” 

"You said, I think, that no Europeans had 
visited the country before you? Hail not 
the missionaries penetrated aa fur? 

"No. They never managed to enter the 
kingdom of the Sedange before T went there. 
They had a station-among the Harongs, a 
tribe to the South Edat-of the kingdom of 
Sedang. Thera is some sftinity between 
the two peoples but not much. One of the 
“Fathers” at the Station accompanied mea 
when I went among the Sedangs.’ om 

* You promised to show me the position of 
your kingdom.’ 

*Oh, [forgot : I have gota map of the 
country made by my engineer, aud J can 
show you where the cunitey lies on the 
ofticial map of Indo-China, althoug’ itis uot 
indicated there.’ . 

The King then brought out his maps and 
spread them on the table and continued. 

‘You take the river Me-kong that is 
shown on all maps, you see the town 
Bassak ; that ia on the West sidé of the 
river aud is in Siamese territury. ‘Siam 
has practically no control beyond 
the Western bank of the river. Tho king- 
dom of the Sedangs does not stretch go far 
as Bassak, but it {ies below it, the country 
of the Haltangs, oar allies, lying botween. 
On the other side you reach my country 
from Quinhon. The South-east corner is 
onlya day orso’s journey from the mountains 
that form the boundary of Annam, We have 
gotanatnral boundary all round, On tha 
one sidethe hills of Annam, andon the other 
great foresta, with the Me-kong further off.’

G. Gompany an undue advant- 
age over otbora had they been allow- 
ed to competa at the range ia ques- 
tion. The average scoring during the 
day was not very hivh, and almost the only 
-ootable feature of the mndividual marksman- 
ship was Mc E. L. Woodio’s brilliant per- 
formance at 200 yards, where in shooting 
for‘Tho Queen's’ he put on a possible.’

We hoar the -powerfnl pumps omployed 
Mt Port Arthur have giined-tho mastery 
over the water in the basin, which atone 
time seeanud to Do a very serious inundation. 

By the kind invitarion of Mousieur Thd- 
venot, Chief of the French Syndicate in 
China, the railway carringes built in Kranco 
—on which it is said the arts of French 
constraction and decoration have bea ex- 
pended—have been opened to public iuspec- 
lion, These enrriages wore, the Chinese 
here and iu Peking aay, v rtually presented 
by the French Syndicate to H. EB. hou Fu, 
and by Choo Fu given to His Imperial 
Highness the Seventh Prince for the Em- 
peror. ‘ 

Tho demand for inferior and irrogulir 
strawbraid in England and the Continent 
has, practicily, ceased. ‘Thare is no mar- 
ket for tho fraudolont stutl at any price, 
The Chinese dealera here, who hold large 
atocks of the rubbish. will suffer almost to- 
tal loss, though attempts are made and will 
continue to be made to mix bad bundles 
with more honest descriptions. Foreign 
buyers, therefore, should not rel « their 
vigilance. Some really good and sound 
strawbraid has come showing a marked im- 
provement aa reyards regularity and colour. 
The Chinese ask high prio s fer such, more 
than the foreign exporters asa rule can pay, 
but no doubt, when -confidoner is re-esta- 
biished in Luton and Bedford, which places 
aro now disgusted with the franda of recont 
years, the market will improve-and tho 
trade develop. 

There ia, in many cases, a marked impro- 
vement in the condition of both camel’s aud 
sheep's wool'now arriving from Mongolia. 
A parcel of 2,000 piculd waa bought recent- 
ly for export, and after being cleansed lost 
only sixteen per cents in weight; befuro, 
mixing with cnrth and sand was sometiines 
made up te forty, and in_some rary cases 
even to fifty per cent. Probably itis not 
possible to bring wool to thie placa perfeetly 
cleau, but ifthe dealers were honest the 
sand and dirt’ should not exceed tive per 
cent, of the total weight. 

The autumn crops ‘are now gathered 
throughont the province, ond aro, as was 
reported previously, both large and of fine 
quality, As considerably stocks remained 
in store from last year, tho province will 
bo in a good condition a8 regards foot anp- 
ply. It,should be noted, however, that 
yoar by year an increasing and now very 
large quantity of fund grains is used for 
making asmshu, in fact the native distil- 
leriea seom to by the most thriving industry 
of the provitice, The liquor made is very 
coarse and fiery, and the enormous conaunip- 
tion must be productive of great physical 
injury to the consumers. The foreignor 
who introduces a wholesome and bland spirit 
made by aciontific processus, will be a buno- 
factor tu the peopia.— Chinese Times,
